“DEFENSIVE” 


The attention of the city’s fiscal 
authorities was called today to a blun- 
der which has continued for more than 
two years, and which is believed to have 


cost the city hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in water rate revenue. 

Charles P. Comer, a lawyer, who has 
represented several private consumers in 
water rate cases, announced that he 
| would file suit, on behalf of the Citizens’ 

Protective Committee, a body whose 
membership he did not specify, against 
Mayor Kiel, Gollector Koeln, Water 
Commissioner Wall and Claude B. Bur- 
ton, Supervisor of Water Rates Assess- 
ments, for $750,000, which he alleges was 
lost by the admitted blunder. 

Comer’s discovery, which he is the 
first person to make public, is that the 
new meter water rate, fixed in an ordi- 
nance approved in April, 1913, has never 
been put into effect by the water rates 
office. Instead, the office has gone on 
making out bills under the old rate. The 
loss to the water revenues, Comer esti- 


enacted in April, 1913, placed the rates 
}on a meter basis for all large consum- 
ers, manufacturers and others alike, 
and provided a rate of 6 cents to 15 
cents a hundred cubic feet, according 
to quantity used. The lowest rate, 6 
cents a hundred cubic feet, is for con- 
sumers using more than 500000 cubic 
feet in six months. (A cubic foot is 
seven and one-half gallons, 100 cubic 
feet 750 gallons.) The increase to man- 
ufacturers over the old 8-cent rate was 
considerable. 

The ordinance which made this change 
in rates was enacted before the new 
charter was voted on, and the adop- 
tion of the charter did not affect it. 
The water rates office went on mak- 
ing assessments on the old basis, it is 
now adnritted, and has never put the 
new rate into effect.

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BULGARIANS, 50,

SOFIA, Sept. 23.—Mobilization of the 
Bulgarian army is now general, and 
comprises all the reserves since 1836, 
thus including men approaching their 
fiftieth year. 

The total Bulgarian forces, including 
Mavedonians, is likely to reach 700,000. 
Those not included so far are untrained 
mén and a smail class which is ex- 
empted under taxation. 

Save for an outburst of enthusiasm, 

the’ Bulgarian capital is quiet. 
. At? article which may ¢hrow some 
light on the Bulgarian mobilization ap- 
pears in the Mir, which asks what Bul- 
garia will do if the Germans appear on 
its frontiers since a German invasion in 
Servia' will be attempted. Replying to 
its Own question the paper says: 

“Ti would mean the Bulgarians must 
allow the undisputed passage of German 
troopn through their country. If the Bul- 
gariiins consented without making com- 
mon cause with Germany, then they 
w6tild be unable to refuse the same priv- 
ilege to the Russians, who might disem- 
tarkat Varna (on the west shore of the 
Black Sea). Then the two adversaries 
wold meet to fight on Bulgarian terri- 
tory to decide the fate of the country 
‘and people, if ndt the fate of the whole 
war. 

“Thus Bulgaria would emerge ruined 
liké- Belgium. Moreover, her honor 
would be lost. If the Bulgarians joined 
i:é Germans should they triumph then

Bulgaria Joins Germany 
Bulgars Side of the dituation 


Balkans if 


- ) 
By Frank H. Simonds. 

It is a simple matter to condemn Bual- 
garia and Bulgarians for the course 
they seem to have entered, which 
brings a new and rea] peril to the al- 
lies. But simple justice to a people 
who have had for this country a real | 
admiration and have shown gratitude 
on many occasions for the services that 
Robert College has rendered to them, 
compels a fair statement of thejr cage. 
They owe their liberty ofiginally to 
Russia, but once freed of the Turk it 


was Russia which sought to hold them 
in a political servitude only leas hu- 
miliating than the Osmanli rule. It 
was Rusaja that procured the downfall 
of Alexander, a brave and patriotic 
Prince. It was'‘at the behest of Russia 
that Stambuloff was murdered, as he 
was the greatest and most patriotic of 
Balkan statesmen until the coming of 
the Greek Venizelos. 
To Great Britain is chargeable the 
fact that Macedonia was returned to 
the Turk at Berlin and the treaty of 
San Stefano, which would have liber- 
ated and united the Bulgar race, set 
aside. France has at all times been 
the champion of Greeks and Bulgar 
and Greek interests are utterly op- 
posed. 

Servia Violated Agreement. 
At the close of the first Balkan 
war Servia declined to carry out her 
agreement with Bulgaria and turn 
over to the Bulgars that pegrtion of 
Macedonia which had been assigned 
to Bulgaria by the Servo-Bhilgar 
ante-bellum agreement. Instead 
Servia made an alliance with Greece 
and Rumania. In this situation Bul- 
garia, having endeavored to obtain 
Macedonia by direct negotiations 
finally ylelded to Austrian sugges- 
tion and attacked her allies. 
Meantime the Czar had sought to 
prevent this break and finally tele- 
graphed the Bulgarian Ferdinand de- 
manding that he submit to a peace- 
ful settlement. Ferdinand declined, 
Bulgar troops attacked Greece and 
Servia and were defeated. Mean- 
while the Russian Czar permittea 
Rumania to attack Bulgaria in the 
rear. As a result Bulgaria was over- 
whelmed. At Bucharest Russia as- 
sented to the division of Bulgaria's 
conquests between Gréece and Servia 
and to the seizure by Rumania of Bul- 
garian lands between the Danube andi 
the Black Sea. 
To these losses Bulgaria has never 
been reconciled... She now means to 
get back all she lost. But Servia 
and Greece have declined to grant all 
she asked and Rumania has made 
no actual concessions. Turkey on 


the other hand, has ceded part of 


what she took back at the close of 
the second Balkan war. 
Hew Wivision Will Be Made, 

If Bulgaria now casts her lot with 
Germany she may expect to get all 
of Servian Macedonia. If Rumania 
remains neutral Germany will give 
her Russian Bessarabia and compel 
her to restore her stealings from 
Bulgaria. Greece wili be permitted 
to take Southern Albania, now 
claimed by Italy, and the islands the 
Italians have occupied in the 
Aegean: She too will then be com- 
pelled to cede lands desired by Bul- 
garia. But if Greece and Rumania 
keep their faith with Servia and en- 
ter the war against Bulgaria and the 
Central Powers, then the defeat of 
the allies will be followed by the re- 
arrangement of the Balkans to the 
greater advantage of Bulgaria, who 
will be the “first friend@” of the Teu- 
tonic Powers in the Balkans. 

On the other hand, if Buigaria stays 
neutral and the allies win, Servia wil! 
acquire Bosnia, Hersegovina and a part 
of Dalmatia; Rumania will get Tran- 
syivania and Bukovina; Greece will ,er 
lands in Ephirus and perhaps in Aaia 
Minor. Even tf a portion of Macedonia 
and of Thrace be assigned to Bulgaria 
she will remain permanently the small- 
est of the Balkan states. She will see 
her rivals increase in population and in 
wealth and she. will have no chance tv 
overtake them. 

Struggle for Supremacy. 

Taking ancient grievances, recent i:-- 
jurtes and future prospects into con- 
sideration, self-interest and not whiully 
unwarranted concern for their future. 
point toward a Bulgarian alignment 
with the central Powers. Even if they 
win she will become in a measure a 
German vassal. But if Russia gets Con- 
stantinople her state will be far more 
unsatisfactory. Finally, since the Bul- 
garian Czar is an Austrian by birth, ne 
is naturally susceptible to’ the Haps- 
burg influence. 

The war has actually resolved itsel! 
into a struggle for the supremacy of 
the’ near East. The possession of Con. 
stantinople will be one of the great 
factors in the peace that comes he: 
after. If Bulgaria enlists for the Kaiser 
the whole Dardanelles campaign may 
prove @ failure, unless the allies can 
beat the Germans to the Golden Horn. 
And such a result would, on the whole. 
be advantageous to the Bulgars, wnhv 
owe no one’ anything and have very 
real reasons for hating ali the allies. 

It is too soon to say Bulgaria is com- 
ing in; her mobilization may be a final 
threat to compel the granting of her 
demands. 
for Russian defeat, for Servian extinc- 
tion, and if she believes German suc- 
cess at all probable she will unhesitai-

600,000 Others, Estimated From 
Reports Received in America, 
Have Been Exiled by the 
Turks. 


By Associated Presa. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Dr. M. Symbad 
Gabriel, president of the Armenian Gen- 
eral Progressive Association in the 
United States, has received advices from 
Nubar Pasha, diplomatic representative 
in Paris of the Katholikos or head of 
the Armenian Chureh, in regard to the 
massacres of Armenians in Tu 
which is stated that “Christian mar- 
tyrdom has at no time assumed such. co- 
lossal proportions.” 

The letters containing the advices were 
received by Nubar Pasha from “au- 
thoritative sources” in Constantinople 
and Athens, and contain an appeal to 
the United States to “intercede and stop 
the persecutions.”’ 

Dr. Gabriel, in making public the let- 
ters today, said that, from information 
contained in them and from other re- 
ports he had received directly, he esti- 
mated that 450,000 Armenians had been

The funeral of the Father 
David 8S. Phelan, editor of the West 
ern Watchman, and pastor of the 
Church of Our Lady of Mt. Carmel, 
was held gt the church in Baden 


this morning, and was attended by a 
gathering several times larger than 
the capacity of the small edifice. 
Hundreds stood on the church Jawn 
during th@mass, at which Archbish- 
op Glennon presided. 

There was much favorable comment on 
the use of four black horses, which 
drew the hearse to the church, and 
which later drew the _  editor-priest’s 
body. to Calvary Cemetery. Fatia.: 
Phelan, in published directions for his 
funeral two years ago, had speciiicd 
that the hearse should be drawn vv 
“good, spirited horses, who will [rei 
that they are Bearing a friend to iis 
last home,.”” Notwithstanding this_re- 
quest, the first announcements of ibe 
funeral, printed in Wednesday’s papers, 
contained the word “‘Motor.”’” In _yester- 
day’s papers this word was changed 
“Carriages,’’ and not only the hearse, 
but nearly all the vehicles which wen: 
to the cemetery were horse-drawn. 

Other Wishes Carried Out. 

Other expressed wishes of Father Phe- 
lan were carried out in the chanting of 
the office for the dead, and in the sinxg- 
ing of the mags by the Rev. Father M. 
S. Ryan, who was celebrant. The Rev. 
Father J. J. McCabe was organist, and 
priests taking part in the mass, beside 
the Archbishop and Father Ryan, were 
Fathers Gilfillan, Godfrey, Brennan, 
Tannrath, Duggan and O’Rourke. Bish- 
op Tihen of Lincoln, Neb., sat near 
Archbishop Glennon in the sanctuary. 
The Rev. Father W. J. Dalton of Kan- 
sas City was also present, and later 
read the service at the grave. 

The Rev. Father P. W. Tallon of 
Visitation Church, a friend of Father 
Phelan, preached the sermon. In his 
article, already referred to, Father Phe- 
lan asked that the sermon be preached 
by “a good preacher, one who knows 
how to suit the facts to the exigencies 
of the occasio~.”’ and who wotld per- 
haps incline to kindness in his treat- 
ment of the subject, in view of the 
many hard thrusts he had received in 
his lifetime. 

Father Tallon emphasized three points 
in the life of Father Phelan. The. first 
was his originality and brilliancy of 
mind. The second was the way in which 
he brought those qualities to bear ‘n 
his work as priest, and the third was 
his use.of the same qualities in his 
more widely known Work as editor. 

An International Character. 

Through his weekly writings, tho 
speaker said, Father Phelan became an

900,000,000 PEOPLE LIVE IN 
LANDS AFFECTED BY HOOKWORM 


Rockefeller Report Tells of Work in 
South and Extent of Disease 
in the World. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—The work of 
the International 
which grew out of the Rockefeller San- 
itary Commission for the Eradication of 
Hookworm Diseases, forms the first sec- 
tion of the annual report of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation just made public. 

The final step in the South, the estab- 
lishment of intensive community work 
to teach cure and prevention of hook- 
worm or uncinariasis, has been reached, 
says the report. 

The report says that the infection 
nelts the globe in a zone about 66 de 
grees wide, extending roughly from 
parallel 36 degrees north to parallel 39) 
degrees south, and that practically all 
countries within this zone are infected. 
Of the people inhabiting the globe. 
about 900,000,000 are said to live in coun 
tries where the infection is prevalent. 

“Of 548,992 rural children microscopi 
cally examined in the Southern States,’’ 
says the report, “39 per cent were found 
to be infected. 


Above 90 per cent of the people of Co- 
lombia living"between sea level and 3900 
feet are infected, according to an esti- 
mate based on reports made in 191, 
Infection among coolies on sugar es- 
tates is said to be greater. The report 
says: 

“In Dutch Guinea the infection on 
many plantations runs as high as 93 
per cent; in Egypt the Infection of the 
laboring population is approximately 80 
per cent; 50 per cent of the Indian 
coolies on sugar and tea estates in Na- 
tal dre infected: on many plantations in 
Ceylon the infection runs as high as 906 
per cent; there is an extremely heavy 
infection in some parts of India and 
among the coolies on Many estates in 
Malaya and Fiji which import their 
labor from India, and the southern two- 
thirds of the Chinese empire is involved, 
the infection in many parts of the 
Yngtse valley running as high as 70 
to 76 per cent among the farming pop- 
ulation.”

It 
gave assurances that the insti‘ution 
would withdraw its funds from any 
State or rational bank that should par- 
ticipate in the loan. 

It developed in the meeting thar many 
millions of savings bank funds are on 
deposit in other banks,. and in this way 
the savings bank funds may be invested 
in the loan to the allies without the 
direct participation of the savings banks 
themselves, which cannot, under the 
law, invest in foreign securities. The 
Committee of 100 will bring pressure to 
bear on the savings banks to witndraw 
their funds from any bank that takes 
part in the loan.

Open to Courtmar 
Great Britain Was Lenient With Fim

The release by the British authorities 
of Capt. J. F. J. Archibald, the Ameri- 
can war correspondent, discovered as 
the bearer of hostile dispatches to tho 
Austrian Ambassador and the Gelman 
military attache in the United States, 
exhibited no small degree of leniency 
toward this offending American, how- 
ever much a desire to avoid fresh irrita- 
tion in the United States may have 

prompted it. 

The fact remains that the United 
States might have been compelled to 
remain a silent witness to much more 
eerious measures if the British Govern- 
ment had chosen to undertake then. 
The lightest penalty that could have 
heen expected was that Archibald 
should be held as a prisoner of war, 
while international law in such cases 
might have warranted proceedings in- 
volving the question of life and death 
before a courtmartial. Instead, how- 
ever, Archibald's dispatches were seized 
nnd he himself liberated to return to the 
United States, where he is fairly safe 
from prosecution owing to the absence 
of any clear statute covering his un- 
neutral conduct. 

Dispatch-Beartng Penalized. 

The bearing of military dispatches has 
from remote tines carried with it se- 
vere penalties and particularly when 
involving secrecy and transit through 
ihe enewy’s country. A distinction his 
heen made between dispatches bearing 
upon warlike operations and conimuni- 
cutions of a purely diplomatic charac- 
ter. As to the latter, they are presumed 
innocent, particularly when going to a 
belligerent Government from its diplo- 
matic agents in neutfel countries. This 


of the penalty, military dispatches aro 
known technically as analogues of con. 
traband. 

That the dispatches carried by Archi- 
bald were not ordinary privileged dip- 
lcmatic correspondence concerning the 
peaceful relations of Austria and Ger- 
many and the United States, is very 
plain. On the contrary, they were hos- 
tile aw regards Great Britain and her 
allics and unfriendly as regards the 
United States in that they aimed to 
interfere in our domestic affairs. This 
élement rendered the correspondence 
confiscable. 


Archibald Liable to Imprisonment. 
As to Archibald himself, it is a rule 


of law that whoever takes service with 
a belligerent as commissariat employe, 
guide, messenger, balloonist, telegra- 
pher, sutler, contractor, and including 
newspaper correspondents, may  0be 
made prisoners of war, although they 
are not strictly combatants. That 
Archibald placed himself in this cat- 
egcery there is no doubt. 

It is a question, however, whether the 
British Government did not have a far 
more serious hold upon him. The fore- 
mos: English autbority, Prof. Hall, says 
in the International Law, page 535: 

“Together with spies, as noxious per- 
son2 whom it is permitted to execute, 
but differing from them in not being 
tainted with dishonor, and so not being 
exposed to an ignominious death (hang- 
ing), are bearers of dispatches or verbal 
messages, when found within the ene- 
my’s lines, if they travel secretly, or 
when soldiers, without uniform, and 
persons employed in negotiating with 
commanders or political leaders intend- 
ing to abandon or betray the country or 
the party to which they belong.”

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TRAPPER OF ARSON 
PROMOTER BEFORE 
GRAND JURY AGAIN 


Christen Re-Appears While 
Nixon-Jones and Shelley-Gould 
Cases Are Investigated. 


The reappearance of Joseph C. Chris- 
ten as a witness before the grand jury 
in the arson inquiry, yesterday after- 
noon, caused surprise. The cases under 
investigation were the Nixon-Jones 
Printing Co. fire of Sept. 4 and the plot 
to burn the Shelley-Gould Grocer Sup- 
ply Co. Christen trapped Herbert O. 
Baker, arson promoter, and four alleged

tem, causing nine arrests. But it was 
not known that he nad information as 
to either of the cases in hand yesterday. 

It is believed that Christen was ques- 
tioned yesterday as to a conversation 
between himself and Baker, occurring at 
some time between a certain fire and 
the projeeted fire at the Christen fac- 
tory. 

In this conversation, Christen is 
to have remarked to Baker that 
was not “successful,”’ 
standpoint of the fire schemes which 
Baker had been discussing with him. 
Baker is said to have replied, 
zet the insurance, all right.’’ 

Witnesses in the Shelley-Gould case 
were Misses Anna Callahan and Edna 
Missler, employes of the firm, who are 
supposed to have testified as to visits 
of Baker to the office, and to have told 
of seeing Julius R. Bersch, vice presi- 
dent of.an insurance agency, call there.

Bailey was present, and both 
he and Fitzpatrick were given a hear-

Mitzpatrick contended that he had ac- 
cepted no money for Bailey except to 
ray his legitimate expenses in his be- 
ualf. Bailey, in his statement to the 
vonvention, declared that he had paid 
money to Fitzpatrick for which he had 
never received any benefit, and that for- 
forbade 
hiin to write any more checks in Fitz- 
patrick’s favor. 

Several members of the St. Louis dcle- 
gation championed the cause of Bailey, 
among them being Owen Miller and 
James B. Conroy.

First Letter to Her Pastor. 

The letters began last February, when 
tre Rev. B. M. McCoy, Miss Henderson’s 
pastor, received a letter threatening 
him with violence if he dared to marry 
Miss Henderson—who was referred to as 
“that girl’’—to Eller. Then other mem- 
bers of the church received letters, all 
denouncing Miss Hnderson, and several 
ct them containing statements about 
different members of the church which. 
broke numerous friendships. As differ- 
ent women of the church were suspected 
enmities grew, many of the members 
withdrew and several families moved 
away. 

Eller received a letter warning him not 
to marry Miss Henderson, whose char- 
acter was attacked, and Miss Hender- 
son herself received letters, which vil- 
lied her and warned her against mar- 
rying Eller. She promptly turned these 
letters over to the postal authorities. 

Postmaster Higgens received a box of 
chocolate by mail with a note to give 
them to Miss Henderson ‘“‘to relieve her 
mind.”” The candies appeared to have 
been tampered with and were analyzed 
for poison, but none was found in them. 

One of the most estimable ‘young 
women in Bloomfield, a relative of El- 
ler, Was openly accused of writing the 
letters, and she broke down under the 
unjust charges. Her father began libel 
actions against several persons, which 
actions are still pending. 

According to Miss Henderson’s state- 
ment assuming responsibility for the 
letters which the detectives sa¥ she 
made, she could not tell why she wrote 
the letters. She said, according to In- 
spector Opdyke, that at times she felt 
that she had to write a letter and did 
so. She broke down completely when 
confronted with the facts assembled by 
the detectives. 

Eller, who never suspected his flancee, 
was shocked by Miss Henderson’s ar- 
rest. They had discussed the letters 
almost daily since their beginning and 
together had consulted detectives and 
others in the matter. The young wom- 
an had always professed to be at a loss 
to ascribe a motive or to fasten suspi- 
cion upon anyone. 

The authorship of the letters is said 
to have been traced to Miss Henderson 
through a long process of elimination. 
Nearly every woman in the church was 
under surveillance at one time or an- 
other, until eliminated. Naturally, the 
last to be placed under surveillance 
was Miss Henderson herself. Then, the 
detectives assert, experts discovered 
that the letters had been written on a

“a yas explained today that Henr 
Ford’s reported reference to a supposed 
remark by President Wilson as to the 
Kaiser’s reluctance to sign a declara- 
tion of war must have referred to a 
mention in the conversation of the ‘War 
Lord,’ a sketch by A. P. Gardner, an 
English journalist. The statement at- 
tributed to the President, it was said, 
was not the President’s statement, but 
a statement in this book. 

Like Plot of One-Act Play. 

“The incident as described by Mr. 
Ford is almost identical with the plot 
of a short one-act play by Sir James 
M. Barrie, which was presented in Lon- 
don early in the war and cabled in full 
to the New York Times. The only dif- 
ference is that in the play there was 
also an allegorical personfication of Cul- 
ture, which talked a ‘good deal. 

‘The report of Mr. Ford's interview in 
New York caused a good deal of sur- 
prise here, as callers at the White House 
are not supposed to talk about the 
President's observations.” 

Ford said that the present submarines 
were entirely to expensicve, and that he 
had in mind a gasoline submarine which 
would cost only one-sixteenth of what 
the undersea boats now cost. 

It was suggested that the claim had 
been made that gasoline motors would 
not work under water. Ford said he 
Knew better, and that he had made suc- 
cessful experimentts in that respect. He 
ceclined to go further into details. 

Someone asked Ford about the offer 
he was alleged to have made of $10,000,- 
000 as a peace prize. 

“I never suggested such a thing to 
anybody at any time,’ he replied. ‘I 
proposed to devote my energies and 
whatever means I might be able to em- 
ploy toward the preservation of peace."’ 

Declaration by Prof. Parker. 

Prof. Herschel C. Parker declared to- 
day that he was the originator of the 
diminutive submarine idea laid before 
Secretary Daniels by Henry Ford and 
announced his desire to give the inven- 
tion to the United States as a contri- 
butiun to his country’s defense. He 
described his invention as a “motor 
torpedo” and said he submitted it to 
Ford last July. 

Prof. Parker, who won the recogni- 
tion of scientists by climbing Mount 
McKinley, explained that he had worked 
out the gasoline-propelled submarine 
primarily as a defensive craft. It will 
have a speed of perhaps forty miles an

° Annexation Would Help Webster. 
_To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

We have read and heard so much about the 
annexation to St. Louis of the surrounding sub- 
urbs.” Whenever a resident of Webster, adverse 
to the plan, has been asked the reasons for his 
opposition, his reply invariably is: “What good 
will it do Webster?” As a resident of Webster 
Groves, and one who has invested in a home in 
thet beautiful suburb and who is therefore as 
much concerned for its prosperity as anyone else, 
I must say that such a reply exhibits a narrow 
and selfish point of view. It overlooks the fact 
that Webster’s prosperity is identical with St. 
Louis’ prosperity. Nearly all her citizens depend 
upon St. Louis for their daily bread, and if an- 
nexation will benefit their own benefactor with- 
cut injuring themselves, it seems to me that the 
plan should be favored as a matter of course. 

The one serious situation that may arise 
through annexation is the saloon question. Web- 
ster does not want saloons and should not be 
expected to make a harmful sacrifice for the 
benefit of St. Louis. If this feature of the ques- 
tion can be safely handled, there should be no 
opposition on that score. 

It has been pointed out that the fire insurance 
rates would be reduced by annexation. This is 
mot open to controversy. A Councilman from 
Webster assures. us that these rates will soon 
be cared for by the establishment in Webster of 
a paid fire department. He neglects to add, 
however, that this can be done only at the ex- 
pense of the local water rate. It is a notorious 
fact that Webster can only support a fire depart- 
ment from the profits received from the Water 
Department. This necessarily means a continu- 
ance of the present rate, if not an increased rate. 
In any event, it means a h'gh water rate in com- 
parison with that of St. Louis. Annexation would 

gepure a reduction of insurance rates, besides a 
} greatly reduced water rate. 

As to educational facilities, {t can hardly be 

contende@ that the grammar and high schools

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OUR FEEBLE-MINDED CHILDREN. 

Out of a school population of about 100,000, Dr. 
Wallin, director of the psycho-educational clinic, 
finds that St. Louis has only 372 feeble-minded 
children. 

This is precisely 372 too many. But, in a total 
ropulation so great, so diverse and exposed to so 
many unhygienic influences, the city way be 
thankful that the showing is no worse. 

Dr. Wallin’s work is justified by the fact that 


posed defectives. He found that 96 children, 
out of a total of 468 who had been attending spe- 
cial schools were merely backward in studies 
rather than mentally deficient. These 96 chil- 
dren will now be given special care, with the 
object of gradually bringing them up to the nor- 
mal standard in education. 

It is noteworthy of the investigation that it 
shows that boys who are backward or mentally 
defective outnumber girls so handicapped three 
to one. This suggests that parents and guardians 
of boys owe it to them to be especially careful of 
the environment and influenoes to which they are 
subjected. It has been found that males of the 


human family have a far greater number of 


geniuses and also of imbeciles than females. Boys 
are more liable to go to excess. The wise parent 
will give them special attention.

BULGARIA’S EXHAUSTION IN 1913. 
Estimates as to the military forces Bulgaria 
can put in the field have little reliability. Only 
two years ago, on Aug. 10, she was compelled to 
sign a humiliating peace, exhausted in men and 
resources. 

Reports during the Balkan War were generally 
exaggerated, but the best authorities now agree 
that she did not mobilize more than 350,000 men. 
They are also agreed that in attacking Turkey 
she lost more than twice as many men as the 
other Balkan armies put together. Bulgaria suf- 
fered frightfully in the second campaign with 
her late allies and her losses in men killed or to- 
tally incapacitated during both wars were placed 
as high as 140,000. 

Some thousands of young Bulgarians have ar- 
rived at military age in two years and she now 
has a little wider territory in which to enforce 
army service, but she is by no means as formida- 
ble an antagonist as when Turkey was attacked 
by the Balkan league. 

A result showing that Rumania, which is the 
largest of the Balkan nations, and Greece, whose 
strength has increased in these two years, were 
lined up on the side of the allies and Bulgaria 
lined up on the side of Germany, would only en- 
large the quantities entering into the military 
equation, with some slight advantage to the al- 
lies, but without introducing factors to be rec-

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Sept. 10.—The 


English-Swedish commission which has 
for two months been striving.to adjust 
thé trade differences between the two 
countries, is no nearer a satisfactory 
solution of the dispute than at the be- 
‘ginning of its session. Meanwhile, more 
than $25,000,000 worth of supplies for 
Russia which, she urgently needs, have 
accumulated in Sweden, owing to this 
country’s refusal to allow the transit of 


goods to Russia until England has 
modified her demands regulating the 
amount of Sweden’s imports. 

The resumption of the meetings of the 
commission, after an adjournment 
which followed apparently ineffectual 
attempts to arrive at an understanding, 
has reawakened fresh interest in the 
trade question which is for the mo- 
ment the most widely discussed topic 
in Sweden. Hope is generally expressed 
that a compromise will be effected 
which will result in more friendly rela- 
tions between England and Sweden. Few 
are pessimistic enough to believe that 
the misunderstanding will widen into 
@ more serious breach between the two 
countries. 

The two sharply conflicting points of 
view which were presented to a corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press by 
Swedish and English members of the 
commission do not, however, promise 
any immediate settlement of the dis- 
pute, nor do they contain enough ‘n 
common to suggest the possibility of 
compromise. 

Increase of Imports. 

The English members of the commis- 
sion argue that a large amount of sup- 
plies, many of which are directly con- 
nected with the maintenance of an army 
and the prolongation of the war, find 
transit through Sweden to. Germany. 
They contend that a conspicuous in- 
creasé in Swedish imports beyond her 
own needs is evidence that these sup- 
plies find a way to Germany and that 
a great many of them are articies 
which Germany particularly needs, no- 
tably meat, coffee, cocoa, cotton, cop- 
per and lubricants of various sourts. Be- 
ing assured that these are destined for 
Germany, England claims the right to 
place such cargoes in the prize courts 
and is enforcing this right. 

It is admitted that these cargoes are 
vouched for by Swedish merchants as 
having Swedish consignees as their ult!- 
mate destination, but it is claimed that 
through intermediate steps in Sweden 
they find their way finally into Ger- 
many. It is also stated by the English 
members of the commission that thd .ol- 
lusion of Swedish shippers with Ger- 
many has led to the deliberate surrender 
of ships and cargoes to German vessels 
and that their capture was part of a 
prearranged plan. 

English commissioners admit the right 
of Sweden to continue the export of her 
own products to Germany and to import 
any quantity of goods that it may be 
reasonably supposed is for Swedish con- 
sumption, but argues that this amount 
should not exceed her normal imports. 
Calling attention to her increase ia im- 
ports, the EXnglish commissioners nsk 
Sweden to guarantee that supplies ex- 
cept of home manufactures will not be 
sent to Germany, or, in other words, 
that there shall be no transit of sup- 
plies through Sweden to Germany. 

Laws Rigidly Enforced, 

The Swedish members of the commis- 
sion reply that her export laws, which 
are rigidly enforced by the Government, 
prohibit the sending of most articles to 
Germany, and that exceptions are only 
made to this prohibitory list when she 
ie forced into an exchange of supplies 
with Germany by a shortage of neces- 
sary articles in her country, caused in 
many cases by England's restrictions of 
her imports. There are some articles, 
such as aniline dyes, medical goods and 
certain kinds of machinery, which Swed- 
en can obtain from Germany and in or- 
der ‘to get these necessary supplies she 
must extend to Germany special licenses 
contrary to her prohibitory regulations. 
But it is contended that these supplies 
which Germany obtains under these con- 
ditions are almost negligible. 

Swedish commissioners claim that she 
is justified in refusing to guarantee the 
stoppage of all transit to Germany, be- 
cause as an independent nation, sne has 
a right to trade with one country as 
well as another, and that if Englead 
sees fit to hold up her imports, she will 
refuse to transmit supplies to Russia. 

The issue which has caused a dead- 
lock is the quantity of supplies sent to 
Germany under the special licenses con- 
trary to Sweden's list of forbidden ex- 
ports. The English members of the 
commission have called for exact fig- 
ures showing the export to Germany, 
but such statistics, it is claimed by thu 
Swedish Government, are not available 

Germans Satisfied. 

From investigations made .by an ‘m- 
partial observer in Sweden, it is clear 
that, although greatly decreased by En- 
giand’s supervision, the transit of con. 
siderable supplies to Germany still cor- 
tinues. After arriving and being 
vouched for by Swedish consignees, 
these supplies often pass through as 
many as a dozen hands before their 
shipment to Germany. Many Swedish 
merchants have frankly stated thit 
when they could not only command 
better prices but serve their own in- 
clinations by shipping to Germany, they 
found no reason for not doing so. Stock - 
holm, hotels are full of Gérman agen-s 
who confess secretly that they are sat- 
jafied with the way business is going. 

Since no figures are available, any es. 
timate of the quantity of supplies goinz 
to Germany is merely speculative, but 
it may safely be said that enough is 
going to Germany to be a material fao- 
tor in her economic condition.

Assuming to- 
day’s Berlin dispatches to be accurate, 
subscriptions to this loan (whose total 
amount was not limited) have matched 
the $3,000,000,000 subscriptions to the sec- 
ond British war loan. This is in spite 
of the fact — the price asked for the 
loan was % of 1 per cent higher than 
‘in the preceding German offering, and 
the rate of interest the same.
